
Call to help carers back into work 

NEW SCHEME TO CREATE ‘CARER FRIENDLY COMMUNITY’ 


EMPLOYERS are being urged to help un¬ 
paid carers find a route back into work, as 
part of a new initiative to support Honiton’s 
unsung heroes. 

The ambitious scheme aims to create a ‘carer 
friendly community’ across East Devon and pre¬ 
vent hardworking carers being pushed out of em¬ 
ployment. 

David Foster, a former Mayor of Honiton, is pi¬ 
oneering the project, which he hopes will enable 
carers across the district to “fulfil their personal 
potential”. 

Councillor Foster, who is now East Devon’s 
health and wellbeing champion, gave up his job 
when his wife became ill during pregnancy. 

His life suddenly shifted from full-time employ¬ 
ment to round-the-clock care - and he struggled to 
find a job that could accommodate his family com¬ 
mitments. 

Eventually, with support from his local church, 
Councillor Foster was able to find suitable employ¬ 
ment as his wife regained her health. 

But he says that many carers can become trapped 
in the cycle and end up locked out of work. 

“I found it a real struggle to get back into the 
workplace because some employers were worried 
I would be unreliable,” he said. 

“My own personal self worth became pretty low 
and left me feeling quite down - that made it even 
more difficult to find work and I began to look for 
jobs that were beneath my skill set.”

Councillor Foster is now pioneering the new 
scheme with a view to making sure others don’t 
face the struggle he went through to find work. 

He hopes to establish a network of local employ¬ 
ers who will commit to helping carers back into the 
workplace. 


The scheme will seek to connect carers who are 
willing to work with employers who can accom¬ 
modate their circumstances. 

It could open up a series of new opportunities for 
carers who would benefit from more flexible work¬ 
ing hours. 

Councillor Foster is now encouraging businesses 
to demonstrate their support by making a pledge to 
join the scheme. 

He also wants to hear from community organisa¬ 
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tions and volunteers who could help play a part in 
delivering the project. 

“This is about trying to reach out to carers and 
make sure they feel included in the community,” 
he said. 

“When you become a 24-hour carer for some¬ 
body, you are locked into a cycle of care. You do 
not begrudge your loved ones but you can become 
isolated and lose a sense of self worth. 

“That is why it is so essential that we help carers 
manage their work and home lives so they can ful¬ 
fil their personal potential.”

EAST DEVON 
Three week wait for 
wheelie bin emptying? 

COUNCIL chiefs are considering changes to rub¬ 
bish collection services that could leave residents 
waiting three weeks for their bins to be picked up. 

A new scheme designed to boost recycling rates 
will be trialled in parts of East Devon next month 
and could be rolled out elsewhere in the future. 

The short-term service, for around 1,800 house¬ 
holds in Feniton and Exmouth, will see cardboard 
and mixed plastics picked up from the doorstep 
on a weekly basis, but residents' grey wheelie 
bins will be collected every three weeks, instead 
of fortnightly. Weekly food waste collections will 
continue as normal. 

Information is being sent out to residents this 
week ahead of the trial, which is designed to in¬ 
crease the amount that households recycle while 
reducing the cost of running collection services.

SOUTH SOMERSET 
Furious cabbies out of 
pocket as passengers 
refuse to pay fares 

A ‘TAXI-WATCH’ group could soon be set up to 
prevent penny-pinching passengers from run¬ 
ning off without paying their fares. 

Furious South Somerset cabbies say they are 
being left out of pocket by customers who con¬ 
test their fares and then dash from the vehicle. 

A series of incidents have been reported to the 
police in recent weeks, and officers are now look¬ 
ing to work with taxi companies on a new 
scheme to put the brakes on repeat offenders. 

It is understood that many of the cases where 
passengers refuse to pay arise from disputes 
over the cost of fares. 

Passengers often complain about cabbies using 
taxi meters, which leads to arguments about the 
fee at the end of a journey. 

Officers at South Somerset District Council's li¬ 
censing team say they are aware of several com¬ 
plaints from customers about the meters.

HUNDREDS of visitors arrived in Seaton for one 
of the town's busiest weeks of the year, as a host 
of summer events marked seven days of celebra¬ 
tions on the seafront. 

A packed week of entertainment ensured 
Seaton's popular Devon Air Ambulance 
fundraiser enjoyed another successful year, 
while a procession of plundering pirates took part 
in the traditional parade through the town centre 
on Friday (July 31st). 

A steady stream of holidaymakers came to see 
Seaton's summer extravaganza in full swing, as 
the peak tourist period gave businesses the 
chance to make the most of the mid-summer 
boom. 

And the town's fifth Devon Air Ambulance 
Week, organised by a team of dedicated local vol¬ 
unteers, was hailed as the event's most success¬ 
ful year yet, with helpers still trawling through 
collection buckets to count up the final fundrais¬ 
ing total as Pulman's View went to press.

The annual party, which is expected to attract 
tens of thousands of folk fans over the course of 
the week, was launched with a series of special 
events on Thursday evening, as Kate Rusby and 
Port Isaac's Fisherman's Friends took to the stage 
to entertain early birds. 

And the party was in full swing by the weekend, 
as a packed programme of concerts, ceilidhs, folk 
dances, displays and workshops got underway. 

Festival director John Braithwaite said organis¬ 
ers and volunteers had worked round the clock 
in the run-up to the event to make sure a first- 
class show awaited revellers. 

He said: “After last year's diamond anniversary, 
we feel galvanized and excited to start celebrating 
the next 60 years of folk festivals in Sidmouth. 

‘ ‘Kicking off with stars like Kate Rusby and Port 
Isaac's Fisherman's Friends sets the bar high for 
the week." 

Folk fans from across the country transformed 
the town centre over the festival's first weekend, 
packing the streets and lining the seafront. 

Traditional morris dancers and street enter¬ 
tainers have brought a familiar splash of colour to 
proceedings, with a full line-up of top musical 
acts from the folk world filling the bill.

Glowing report for 
Littletown Academy 


LITTLETOWN Primary Acad¬ 
emy is “thriving” under the lead¬ 
ership of its new principal, 
according to the school’s latest 
Ofsted report. 

Inspectors say pupils have a 
bright future ahead of them, 
after the academy was officially 
awarded ‘good’ status by the 
regulator. 

The glowing report said the 
school was on the up, with a se¬ 
ries of improvements helping 
youngsters make the most of 
their education. 

And inspectors also heaped 
praise on the academy’s new 
principal, Helen Whitehead, 
who took over in January. 

Their report highlighted Mrs 
Whitehead’s leadership as a key 
factor in the academy’s upward 
trajectory. 

“The new headteacher has 
made a positive impact on the 
school in a short time,” the re¬ 
port said. 

“She knows exactly how to 
improve the school and has 
taken swift and effective action 
to do so.” 

In the six months since her ap¬ 
pointment, Mrs Whitehead has 
introduced several new initia¬ 
tives to enable pupils to progress 
in the classroom.

high achievers have been given 
the chance to work with profes¬ 
sional authors. 

Former students and parents 
have also been invited to lead 
assemblies tailored to helping 
pupils aspire to ‘dream jobs’ 
across a range of fields. 

Mrs Whitehead said: “I’m de¬ 
lighted with the progress we 
have made since I came to Lit¬ 
tletown and we welcome Of- 
sted’s findings, which further 
highlight our ethos. 

“I have a great team around me 
and we are fully committed to 
ensuring our students achieve 
their full potential in all areas.” 

Littletown reopened as an 


academy in February 2012 and 
now educates more than 450 
pupils aged three to 11. 

Its latest rating from Ofsted is 
the second highest available and 
marks continued progress under 
the new leadership. 

Tina Sillitoe, chairman of the 
academy’s board of governors, 
said she was “incredibly plea¬ 
sed” with the ‘good’ grading, 
which reflected the “tremendous 
efforts” put in by teachers this 
year. 

She added: “Mrs Whitehead 
and her staff have laid solid 
foundations to pave the way for 
students to enjoy a happy and 
fulfilling primary school career, 
which will in turn stand them in 
good stead for secondary school 
and beyond.”

mony. The festivities celebrated more than 750 
years of Honiton’s famous street market, with both 
events dating back to the 13th century. 

Traditional Tudor music and dancing filled the 
town centre during the Charter Day celebrations 
last Saturday (July 25th), while community clubs 
and organisations manned stalls on Allhallows 
playing field and along Northcote Lane. 

The occasion was followed on Tuesday (July 
28th) with the iconic penny-throwing event, with 
hundreds of children scrambling to collect coins 
thrown from the top-floor windows of High Street 
pubs and businesses. 

Town Crier Dave Retter opened the ceremony by 
hoisting the garlanded pole and reciting the fa¬ 
mous declaration that 
no man shall be arrested 
until the glove is taken 
down. 

The origins of the tra¬ 
dition date back to the 
granting of Honiton’s 
Royal Charter, when 
the protection from ar¬ 
rest was arranged to en¬ 
sure revellers visited 
the town’s Fair Week 
without fear of being 
locked up for their 
debts. 

Pennies were thrown 
from The Volunteer Inn 
and The Holt, before 
Mr Retter marched the 
assembly up High 
Street towards Peter 
Betteridge The Bed Ex¬ 


pert, the Cafe 102 and The Three Tuns, where the 
pole was attached to the top-floor window. 

Paul Carter, chairman of the Hot Pennies organ¬ 
ising committee, said the event remained a staple 
of Honiton’s heritage. 

“Maintaining old customs like the Hot Pennies 
Ceremony is increasingly difficult in these ever 
more constrained times of health and safety dic¬ 
tates, road closure orders and marshalling require¬ 
ments. 

“But the Hot Pennies Ceremony Committee re¬ 
mains committed to preserving the event and is 
grateful for the support of Honiton Town Council, 
together with the respective publicans as well as 
Peter Betteridge at the Old Pannier Market.”

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Beer council chairman allays 
fears over future of post box

PLANS are being drawn 
up to safeguard the fu¬ 
ture of the main post box 
in the centre of Beer. 

A recent notice that the 
box was due to be re-lo¬ 
cated out of the heart of 
the village, where it is 
currently located outside 
the old post office in 
Fore Street, caused con¬ 
cern among many users. 

Former postmaster 
Nigel Groves wants the 
post box removed from 
outside the former post 
office, which is also his 
home, as rain water 
bouncing off the top of it 
is rotting the window 
frame. 

“I put up with it for 12 
years when I ran the Post 
Office but I want it 
moved now,” said Mr 
Groves. 

Ideally it would be sit¬ 
uated outside the new 
Post Office, which is 
now incorporated into 
Rock Villa Off Licence 
run by Ian and Jackie 


Tite, said Mr Groves, but 
technical problems made 
that impossible 
That sharpened fears 
the post box may disap¬ 
pear forever from Fore 
Street but at the recent 
meeting of Beer Parish 
Council chairman Mar¬ 
tin Richards said discus¬ 


sions were underway to 
relocate it outside the 
Mariners’ Hall, on the 
opposite side of the en¬ 
trance to the post box. 

“I have had a chat with 
the Post Office and I am 
told they are more than 
happy to re-locate it to 
the Mariners’ Hall,” said 


Councillor Richards. 

“They did want it out¬ 
side the new post office 
but apparently they can’t 
do that as there are too 
many utility services 
under the pavement.” 

Councillor Richards 
said further talks will 
take place with the Post 
Office and the Mariners’ 
Hall over the issue but he 
is optimistic that the sit¬ 
uation can be resolved.

The real problem is caused by drivers from Lyme 
trying to turn right into the near-continuous 
stream of traffic to get on to the A35. Speed cam¬ 
eras on both sides of the junction would at least 
slow the traffic and reduce the risk of death, but the 
real solution must be traffic lights or a roundabout 
to break the traffic.

Alternatively, widen the road and construct 
a space in the road so right-turning traffic could 
cross one lane at a time. These changes may be 
more expensive, but there is no point wasting E 1 /i 
million which benefits no one.

■ Within two weeks of the slurry sealing of 
pavements in part of Townsend Avenue weeds 
are growing at the sides and grass coming 
through in the middle - an unbelievable waste of 
taxpayers' money.

Beer Coastguard 


THIS is likely to be Beer Regatta’s last 
search and rescue display to include a 
Coastguard Search and Rescue helicopter, 
as the Coastguard helicopter base at Port¬ 
land will be closing in 2017. In 2013 the 
UK Search and Rescue Helicopter con¬ 
tract was awarded to a private company 
who will operate the service on behalf of 
HM Coastguard, replacing the current 
mixture of military and civilian arrange¬ 
ments. Despite a long 
and hard fought 
campaign in¬ 
cluding 




a pe¬ 
tition signed 

by over 100,000 people, the battle to save 
the Portland base was lost. 

From this year The Maritime and 
Coastguard Agency take on responsibility 
for all UK search and Rescue operations 
and by the summer of 2017 ten coast¬ 
guard helicopter bases will cover the 
whole of the UK. Lyme Bay will then be 
covered by aircraft from Newquay in 
Cornwall, St Athan in South Wales or Lee 
on solent in Hampshire. Newquay be¬ 
comes operational on 1 January next year 
and will have the Sikorsky S92 and St 
Athan (who take over on 1 October this 
year) and Lee on Solent (already an ex¬ 
isting base) will be equipped with the Au¬ 
gusta Westland 189. Both types of 
aircraft will have state-of-the-art search 
and rescue and safety technol¬ 
ogy and increased on-board 
medical facilities. Al¬ 
though faster, the loca¬ 
tions of these aircraft will 
mean an increase in re¬ 
sponse times to incidents 
in Lyme Bay.

Drive an E V and you may never 
have to visit a petrol station again 


NEW analysis by plug-in vehicle campaign Go 
Ultra Low suggests that British motorists could no 
longer have to rely on the conventional petrol sta¬ 
tion. More than 90% 1 of electric vehicle charging 
takes place at home while total charging volumes 
have almost tripled since 2014 (163% increase), ac¬ 
cording to new usage data from leading infrastruc¬ 
ture provider Chargemaster. 

Coupled with bumper uptake of plug-in vehicles 
- more than 14,500 were registered in the first half 
of 2015 - the new findings point to the potential 
for motorists to lessen their reliance on petrol sta¬ 
tions by opting for hassle-free electric-car owner¬ 
ship. 

Hetal Shah, Head of Go Ultra Low suggests that 
motorists should consider updating their approach 
to car ownership: “The reasoning is simple - why 
should motorists have to go out of their way, regu¬ 
larly spending time at petrol stations, when it is 
easy to ‘refuel’ from the comfort of their own 
home, simply by plugging in an electric car? EV- 
sceptics sometimes question the usability of the 
UK’s roadside charging infrastructure, but this new 
data indicates that it is an important, but not critical, 
facility for most electric vehicle owners.” 

Government subsidies of up to £700 are available 
for the installation of fast, efficient home-charge- 
points; however that’s just the start of the savings. 
EV drivers could cut tax and fuel costs by around 
£800 per year versus the average car on the road, 
with driving costing from around 2p a mile com¬ 
pared to around 10-12p per mile for a typical petrol 
or diesel car. The savings continue to stack up as 


plug-in vehicles also need less maintenance and 
can be parked for free in many places. 

With the average commute in the UK less than 
10 miles, the majority of plug-in car and van drivers 
are able to charge entirely at home or work, only 
occasionally using public chargepoints as a back¬ 
up or additional top-up for longer journeys. 

As well as only commuting short distances, more 
than a third of UK motorists never travel more than 
80 miles in a single trip, comfortably within the 
100-mile range of most pure electric vehicles. For 
those who regularly need to travel further or don’t 
have a driveway for home-charging, some plug-in 
hybrids can travel around 700 mil es without need¬ 


ing to refuel. 

Motorists driving beyond their car’s range can 
make use of more than 7,500 public chargepoints 
in 3,000 locations nationwide. This back-up infra¬ 
structure is set to grow further with government 
planning to complete the installation of 500 rapid 
chargers in key locations, such as motorway service 
stations, by the end of 2015. In total, £32 million 
of infrastructure support is due to be implemented 
between now and 2020, while £8 million has been 
set aside for public chargepoints. Crucially, this 
funding also makes allowance for motorists’ pri¬ 
mary charging locations, with £15 million available 
for the Electric Vehicle Homecharge Scheme.

LOCAL golfer Sophie Keech moved a 
step closer to playing in the Ladies 
British Open when she qualified as 
top amateur at recent TTie Ricoh 
Women's British Open Qualifier. 

With 75 professional and amateur 
players competing Keech was looking 
to finish in the top 25 at the Berkshire 
Golf Club course which holds great 
memories for her, having won the 
Astor Salver there for the past two 
years. 

Playing with one her former Eng¬ 
land colleagues Sarah-Jane Boyd and 
Greta Voelker (Germany) she played 
solid goal with two birdies and a par to 
turn at one under. 

On the back nine she hit eight out 
of the greens in regulation, and with 
eight pars and a birdie, finished her 
round two under (-2). 

This was good enough to finish tied 
fourth but top amateur on the day, 
and has now got a chance to play at 
Irvine in the final qualifier later this 
month where only twelve of the 95 
will make the cut for the British Open. 

Keech just failed to qualify for the 
final cut finishing in 28th position 
having posted a two over par score. 

Sophie then gave an excellent ac¬ 
count of herself but narrowly missed 
out on qualification for the Women's 
British Open. 

The amateur carded a two-over- 
par 76 round at the Irvine Golf Club, 
Scotland, finishing two shots off the 


running for a play-off. 

In howling winds and rain on Scot¬ 
land's west coast, Keech made the 
ideal start with a birdie at the first but 
returned to level-par after bogeying 
the 290-yard par-four fourth. 

But a run of three bogeys in four 
holes on the eighth, 10th and 11th se¬ 
verely dented Keech's qualification 
hopes. 

A birdie two at the 16th provided 
some hope but she narrowly fell 
short of the 12 spots secured by the 
qualifiers, who will now take their 
place in the 144-strong field for the 
prestigious tournament.
